Another 8ehemo Is to Seattor tho Vote, 

Preventing an Early Election 
With a View of Naming Clevo> 
land or Qernuin. 

St. Louis, July 2. — Two distinct 

lines of operation developed Friday in 
tte preliminary sliirmlshing of the 
daaocratic national convention. One 
la a achema to rush the nomination of 
Jvdga Parker on the liret or second 
Itallot, and the other Is to scatter the 
TOte, prevent an early nomination with 
a view of naming Cleveland or Gor- 
man. The friends of Gorman and 
Olereland are working to hold the 
coBTontlon for aeveral ballots In the 
hope that their candidate would be 
named. The Gorman men are not par- 
ties to the Cleveland movement, nor 
are the Cleveland advocates combin- 
ing with Gorman's friends. There is 
no alliance, but it is to the Interests 
of both that the Parker strength be 
disintegrated as soon as possible. 

There are a few men here of thf old 
Cleveland guard who are waUhIng 
cvfiy jioint and who are in rloae rom- 
munication with Cleveland's support- 
ers, and In a subtle and subterranean 
paDser they have bef>n feeling the 
pulse of men as they arrive. They are 
uping the race issue on the southern 
men and with all delegates they use 
the argument that Cleveland is the on- 
l7 nao that the democrats can elect 
With some effect they are pointing out 
io the southern delegates that they 
need no better excuse for supporting 
Cleveland than that they did so for the 
purpose- of preventing Negro domina- 
tion by the republicans. 

Gorman's position is stated to be 
that he will not enter into any combi- 
nation to prevent the nomination of 
Parker unless it means his own selec- 
tion. He will not lie u.sed to pull out 
chestnuts for Cleveland. Around Gor- 
man la gathered the Maryland, West 
Virginia, district of Columbia delega- 
tions and some from other states, with 
B bare possibility of securing New Jer 
ney and Pennsylvania. But llkp Gor- 
man, ex-Senator Smith, of New Jer- 
sey, and James A. Ouffey, of Pennsyl- 
vaaia, want to see success in sight be- 
fore they Jump. 

There is a story going the rounds 
(if thf polil i< ians w'ac arc licrc tinf. 
the recent conferences between Gor- 
man, Smith, Guft'ey and Mcl..ean had 
for their main object a proposition to 
control the party organisation, that In 
the selection of a national committee 
chairman some one should be chosen 
who would name men for the cam- 
paign committee under the ronlrol of 
these men. This control is desired to 
prevent It falling into the hands of Da- 
vid B. Hin and also so that the ma- 
chinery of the party orc;anizatif)n 
should not be used for Parker in 1908 
if he should be nominated and make 
a good showing this year.

The 
Japanese are now 20 miles from Llao 
Yang. The rains are impeding their 
movements. Detachments to th'? 
amount of 1,200 men have been de. 
tailed from Oen. Rennankampff's Cos 
sacks to scout in the deflies and hills, 
harrassing the Japanese and not al- 
lowing them any rest day or night. 
The Japanese artillery Is said here to 
be eonunanded by an American. His 
tall form is frequently seen with the 
batteries. 

Kurokl's army Is extremely active 
east of the Rusaian position, and the 
Russians are correapondingly active. 
The Russian forces are being rapidly 
pushed northward to a point where 
Kuropatkin established his base after 
the battle of Vafangow. So far as 
the Russians know Kurokl la steadily 
pushing onward through all the moun- 
tain pMaoa. even toward Mukden.

Chefu, July. 2. — Russian advices 
from Port Arthur say that the Russian 
Port Arthur squadron, consisting of 11 
ships, attacked the Japanese squadron, 
of 18 ships, sinking four of the Japa- 
nese torpedo boata and inflicting dam- 
age on the other vessels. 

The Russian ships returned to Porf 
Arthur. Not a single vessel, it is ad- 
ded, was damaged. 

In the evening of June 26, fifteen 
miles from Port Arthur, two Japanese 
regiments were ambushed by a com- 
pany of Russian artillery, who allowed 
the Japanese to i^pnoacb wltkte MO 
yards.

SECRET SERVICE REPORT. 



The Total Arreata Made During the 
Year Were 41*. 



Washington, July 2.— The report ot 
the operatlona of the secret service di- 
vision of the treasury department for 
the fiscal year, ended .June 30, was 
made by Cliief Wilke Friday. 

The neport says that on a liberal al- 
lowance there la about $8 in counter- 
feit coin for each $100,000 of gold and 
silver in circulation, and a little less 
than $1 In counterfeit notes for $loO.- 
000 of paper circulation. There were 
2.') new counterfeits discovered during 
the year, but only four of these notes 
fell In whkt Is termed the deceptive or 
dangerous class. The makers and 
passers of 18 of the 25 counterfeit is- 
sues were arrested, and In nearly evrey 
case the "plant" waa captured and 
destroyed. The total arrests for the 
year were 419, and of the prisoners 
30fi were born in the United States. 



THE VICTOR RIOTS. 



A Number of Minere Indicted on a 
Charge of Murder and Inciting Riot. 



Cripple Creek, Col., July 2.— As the 
result of the finding of the coroner's 
Jury, which ibvaatlsated the death of 
Roscoe McOee and John Davis, who 

came to their deaths during the riots 
in Victor, on the afternoon of June 6, 
President Charles H. Moyer and %V. D. 
Haywood, aecretary-trea^urer of the 
Western Federation of Miners, to- 
gether with some thirty odd men, are 
charged with murder and inciting 
riots. 

Judge Lewia Cunningham, altting in 
the district court. Fdday afternoon 

fixed the bonds of Mover and Haywood 
at $10,000 each. The bonds of the 
others will be fixed at a special ses- 
sion Of the court later. The verdict ac- 
cuses Willlaa Boyle of kllUns John 
Davis and Albert Bllat Of killing Ros- 
coe McGee. 

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

A Deereaae of $8,069,860 During the 
Month of June. 

Wa.shington, July 2.— The monthly 
statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business on June 
SO, 1(04, tka debt, less cash in the 
treaaury, amounted to $967,231,774, a 
decrease for the month of $8,069,8(^0, 

which is largely accounted for by a 
corresponding increase in the amount 
of cash on hand. The debt is recapitu- 
lated as follows: 

Inttraat bearing debt. $896,167,440: 
debt on which intereat haa ceased 
alnca maturity, $1,970,920; debt bear- 
ing no Inttraat, $189,180,666: totel, $i,- 
286.259,016. 

This amount, however, does < ' 
elude $977,744,669 in certificates an i 
treasury notes oatatanding which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash on 
hand held for their redemption.

Washington, July 2.— The census bu- 
reau Friday issued the final bulletin 
on the Negro population of the United 
Statea, which ahows a total of 8.840.- 

789. Tho report indlcatea that be- 
tween 11 and Itj per cent, of the Negro 
population has, or is believed by the 
enumerators, to have some degree of 
white blood. The center of the Negru 
population is in Dekalb county, Ala- 
bama, about four miles from the west 
boundary of Georgia, having moved 
thence from Dinwiddie county, Vir- 
ginia, 476 miles northeast, since 1790. 
.More than 77 per cent, of the Negroea 
live In the country, against more than 
r,7 per cent, of the whites. Almost 90 
jier cent, of the Negroes in the conti- 
nental United States are in the .'south- 
ern states, and three-tenths of them 
are in G(>orgia, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. Negroee constitute about one- 
fifteenth of the city population and 
about em . venth of the country popu- 
lation of 'ontinental United States. 

The j)roportion of niulattoes to all 
Negro* s is usually higher in cities of 
the great cotton growing states than 
it is in the districts outside of the 
cities. 

The district in which the proportion 
of Negroes is greatest lies in the Mis- 
sissippi aluvial region along both 
banks of the lower Mississippi, where 
flve-elghtha of the p<H>ulatlon Is Ne- 
gro, the maximum being In Issequena 
county, Mississippi, with more than 15 
Negroes to each <Vl)ite person. Ne- 
groes form one-third of the population 
in the so\ith, both In cities and a 
country districts, while in the north 
they are about one-fortieth of city and 
one-ninetieth of the pojiulation of coun- 
try (listrif ts. In the < (nintry districts 
of 'he south, excluding tlie iKiimlation 
of the 242 cities which hail at least 
2,500 inhabitants both in lM'<t and 
190U, the Negroes Increased from 1890 
to 1900 over 16 per cent.; In the 243 
soutlH rn cities as a whole they i:i- 
cieaseil L'l.T per cent.

The fight on the river is growing hot. 
It is now ai;ain given out that Commo- 
dore Laidley will, as soon as the fall rise 
comes, enter the fast Indiana, one of the 
best boats on the entire river, in the 
Pittsburg trade, and she will tight 
the Pittaburg boats in their own trade. 
He has also issued orders to cut off the 
Colombia from ail re-shipping going up 
the Kan.^wha N'alley.
